AMENDMENT ACT, 1985 
No. 45 of 1985 

[26th August, 1985] 

A 11 Act to amend the Terrorist Affected Areas (Special Courts) 

Act, 1984 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-sixth Year of the Republic 
of Indii as follows: — 


1. This Act may be called the Terrorist Affected Areas (Special Short 
Courts) Amendment Act, 1985. 


2 In the Terrorist Affected Areas (Special Courts) Act, 1984 (here- hi’ci- 
inafter referred'to as the principal Act), after section 15, the following tlon of 
section shall be inserted, namely:— t ; on 15 


“15A, Where the area comprising a judicial zone has ceased to Aboli- 
be a terrorist affected area and no cases are pending before a Special tionof 
Court or an Additional Special Court established in relation to such certain 
jud cial zone, the Central Government may, by notification in the s P Mia ^ 
Official Gazette, abolish such Special Court or Additional Special Couit ^ 
Court.”. 
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,1. For the Schedule to the principal Act, the following Schedule shall 
be substituted, namely:-- 


“THE SCHEDULE 
[See section 2(f)] 

1. Offences under the following provisions of the Indian Penal 
Code: — 


sections 121, 121A, 122 and 123. 

2. Offences under the following provisions of the Anti-Hijacking 
Act, 1982: — 

sections 4 and 5, 

Note 1—The offence of crin inal conspiracy or attempt to com¬ 
mit, or abetment of, an offence specified in this Schedule shall be 
deemed to be a scheduled offence. 

Note 2.—The commission of an offence specified in this Schedule 
by any member of an unlawful assembly shall be deemed to be the 
commission of that scheduled offence by every other member of the 
unlawful assembly-”. 

4. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 7 of the 
principal Act but subject to the provisions of sub-section (2), after the 
commencement of this Act, a Special Court shall not take cognizance of, 
or have or exercise any jurisdiction with respect to, any offence other 
than an offence mentioned in or connected with an offence mentioned in 
the Schedule to the principal Act as substituted by section 3 of this Act. 

(2) Every case which is pending immediately before the commence¬ 
ment of this Act before any Special Court and which is in respect of an 
offence other than an offence mentioned in, or connected with an offence 
mentioned in, the Schedule to the principal Act as substituted by section 
3 of this Act shall, as soon as may be after such commencement, be 
transferred to a court which would have had jurisdiction but for the 
enactment of the principal Act to take cognizance thereof and the court 
to which the case is so transferred may proceed with the case from the 
stage at which it was at the time of such transfer as if it had originally 
taken cognizance of the case and the case was pending with it at that 
time. 

(3) This section shall be read as one with the principal Act and 
words and expressions used im this section shall be construed accordingly.
